The disclosure is objected to because the specification fails to contain a reference to 
Applicant's provisional application, as required by 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(5)(i). Appropriate correction 
is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2 and 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. The recitation "a treatment tank" (claims 1, 2 and 17, line 3) 
is somewhat indefinite, since it is not clear whether or not this "treatment tank" is intended to be 
the "water treatment tank" recited in the preamble of these claims. Applicant is advised that an 
amendment changing "a treatment tank" to either "the treatment tank" or "a water treatment 
tank" in the above noted locations would overcome this rejection. 

Claims 1, 2 and 14-19 would be allowed if rewritten or amended to overcome the above 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
